LATEST  FROM  CALCUTTA. 

Wc  have  received  papers  from  Cal- 
cutta by  the  Mentor,  to  the  25th  May. — 
The  war  between  the  natives  and  the 
British  in  the  East  Indies  is  carried  on 
with  great  destruction  to  the  former. — 
On  the  27t!i  of  April,  the  strong  fortress 
and  town  of  M'aundellah  was  reduced, 
after  a long  siege,  and  fell  into  tire  hands 
of  the  British  troops.  The  inhabitants 
suffered  much  during  the  siege,  and 
great  numbers  were  cut  to  pieces  in  at- 
tempting to  escape  after  the  enemy  had 
entered  the  town.  Inthe  adjacent  woodp, 
numbers  were  found  dying  of  their 
wounds,  and  of  hunger  and  tiarat.

TREATMENT  OF  CAPTAIN"  WEBB,  AT 
BELFAST,  IRELAND. 

From  the  Belfast  Commercial  Chronicle,  Aug.  26. 

We  learn  that  a very  respectable  mas- 
ter and  owner  ol'  an  American  ship,  now 
in  this  harbor,  and  on  the  eve  of  sailing 
for  America  with  his  complement  of  pas- 
sengers on  board,  was  yesterday,  when 
in  the  act  of  clearing  out  his  vessel,  drag- 
ged to  prison,  at  the  instance  of  a person 
not  of  the  first  respectability.  The  cir- 
cumstances which  led  to  this  proceeding 
are  yet  enveloped  in  some  degree  of  mys- 
tery, not  being  grounded  on  any  debt,  or 
alleged  debt,  against  the  vessel  or  mas- 
ter ; but  it  is  thought,  there  is  on  foot 
against  this  most  respectable  stranger, 
some  dark  and  designing  plot,  deserv- 
ing the  scrutiny  of  all  honest  citizens, 
who  are  alike  inte  rested  in  rescuing  their 
country  front  the.  imputation  of  sanction- 
ing such  vexatious  conduct. 

Aug.  29.--In.our  paper  of  Wednes- 
day, we  had  occasion  to  mention  the  harsh 
and  unaccou  ntable  treatment  received  by 
captain  \V  e bb,  of  the  American  ship  Lu- 
cy,  by  being  cruelly  drags'ed  to  prison 
pn  Tuesday  last. — A genoral  feeling  of 
liltiignation  at  the  circumst  aiicc  pervaded 
the  public  mind,  and  Mr.l.uke,  the  Ame- 
rican consul,-  very  properly  interested 
himself  fcrr  the  captain’s  justification. 
Ball  was  given  into ij;  e sheriff,  the  pri- 
soner was  liberated, -sad  several  affidavits 
given  to  exhibit  the  true  nature  of  the 
case. 

The  affidavits,  witVi  a copy  of  the  affi- 
davit of  Richard  Wcllfenden,  upon  which 
the  judge’s  fiat  hadoeen  obtained  against 
the  captain,  w<<rc,  on  Thursday,  submit- 
ted to  a numeirous-atnl  respectable  meet- 
ing of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  chief  part  of  Wolfcnden’s  affida- 
vit charges  the  ceptain  with  ordering  his 
m.-nlo  put  !him  on  a mud  bank ; andthat, 
accordingly,  two  of  the  Lucy’s  men  row- 
ed him  towards  said  bank,  where  they 
landed  him,  about  9 o’clock  at  night,  and 
that  the  baek  where  the  deponent  was  so 
placed  is  on  the  edge  of  the  channel  of 
Belfast  harbor,  and  distant  from  the  main 
land  about  two  miles  ; that  from  the  said 
channel  to  the  shore  there  is  mud  four  or 
five  feet  deep,  arid  full  of  dangerous 
holes:  that  the  tide  was  rapidly  flowing, 
and  with  the  utmost  difficulty  the  depo- 
nent got  cn  shore,  with  the  assistance  of 
some  people,  at  the  risk  of  their  lives ; 
tliat  be  was  nearly  suffocated  with  the 
mud. 

The  affidavit,  however,  of  Joseph  Fo- 
lingsby,  esq.  who  happened  to  be  a visit- 
er on  board  the  vessel  that  day,  and  those 
of  the  steward,  the  second  mate,  and  the 
four  seamen  who  rowed  Wolfcndcn  on 
shore,  give  a very  different  complexion 
to  the  transaction. 

By  these  it  appeared  that  Wolfenden 
obtruded  himself  on  the  company  when 
going  on  board  the  Lucy,  on  Sunday,  the 
6tii  instant,  under  the  pretence  that  he 
was  going  to  examine  the  vessel  previous 
to  engaging  two  or  three  passages  for 
America;  that  he  took  with  him  several 
empty  bottles  packed  in  a basket;  that 
he  was  received  with  the  rest  of  the  com- 
pany in  the  most  hospitable  manner  by 
captain  Webb,  at  whose  table  he  dined, 
anti  drank  abundance  of  ovine  and  spi- 
rits ; that  he  repeatedly  applied,  in  vain, 
to  the  steward  to  sell  him  Geneva,  offer- 
ing a guinea  per  gallon  for  it,  thereby, 
as  it  is  believed,  to  implicate  the  vessel 
in  an  illegal  traffic  ; that  he  afterwards 
desired  to  be  put  on  board  a Prussian 
brig,  at  some  distance  ; but  upon  being 
taken  there,  he  was  not  received  on  board", 
for  they  said  they  knew  him,  as  he  had 
been  on  board  before  : that  Wolfenden 
then  desired  to  be  put  on  shore,  and  that, 
accordingly,  captain  Webb  ordered  his 
second  mate  and  fo  r seamen  to  put  him 
on  the  Hoiywood  shore;  that  they  accord- 
ingly rowed  as  far  up  the  creek,  near 
Dr.  Holiday’s,  as  the  tide  would  permit, 
and  when  the  boat  struck  on  the  sand, 
Wolfenden  went  out  on  the  strand,  on 
g.od  hard  bottom,  in  about  six  inches 
water,  but  instead  of  going  towards  the 
shore,  he  turned  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion, and  fell ; that  upon  this  the  mate 
ordered  two  of  his  men  to  conduct  him 
to  the  road,  which  they  accordingly  did, 
one  carrying  his  basket,  ami  the  other 
his  great  coat ; that  at  this  time  it  was 
between  7 and  8 o’clock,  the  evening 
clear  and  light. 

It  has  been  strongly  suspected  that  this 
man,  Wolfenden,  was  but  an  instrument 
in  the  hand  of  others,  who  wished  to  ruin 
the  captain,  and  have  his  vessel  seized  ; 
ye:  we  can  scarcely  believe  that  malice 
could  be  carried  to  such  a length.  If 
there  has  been  a conspiracy,  it  is  most 
disgraceful  to  those  who  had  planned  it. 

1 he  C hamber  of  Commerce,  of  course, 
did  not  conceive  it  their  province  to  in- 
terfere further,  in  the  present  state  of  the 
business ; but,  in  the  mean  time,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  affidavits  should  be  en- 
tered in  their  boons,  to  enable  them  to 
take  such  ulterior  steps  is  they  might 
consider  proper,  after  the  matter  should 
have  undergone  legal  investigation. 

The  impression  on  tho  mind  of  every 
one  present  seemed  to  be,  that  captaili 
Webb  had  behaved  with  propriety  and 
forbearance,  aDd  that  lie  had  been  very 
cruelly  treated  ; but  the  alacrity  with 
which  the  matter  was  enquired  into,  will 
convince  him  that  the  inhabitants  of  this 
town  view  with  indignation  any  act  that 
appears  inhospitable;  and  that  his  cha- 
racter, instead  of  being  lowered,  is  raised! 
in  the  public  estimation. 

The  conduct  of  the  constables  who  ar-j 
rested  captain  Webb,  will,  it  is  hoped, 
not  escape  enquiry.  There  were  five  or  I 
six  ol  them,  armed  with  pistols  and  cut-! 
lasses.  Without  giving  him  a moment’s 
ti  ne  to  send  for  his  friends,  they  seized! 
hi. n when  at  his  dinner  in  a house  at  the 
Quay,  and  d agged  him,  as  if  the  most 
atioi  ions  f Ion,  hall  way  up  High  street, 
and  would  not  urjhan  him  for  a moment! 
until  they  nad  gotten  a pound  note  for 


their  indulgence , and  only  then  permit- 
ted him  to  walk  quietly,  surrounding  hi  n 
with  their  pistols  and  cutlasses,  till  they 
took  him  the  whole  length  ol  High  street, 
to  Pat.  Linn’s,  from  whence  they  hurried 
him  to  the  county  jail.  Constables  must 
in  all  cases  act  with  care  and  firmness; 
but,  at  the  same  time,  it  ought  to  be  with 
a due  regard  to  decency  and  humanity.

TO  THE  EDITOR. 

Jonesboro' ,(  Ten.)  6th  Oct.  1818. 

SIR— Having  seen  in  your  paper  of 
the  23d  ult.  under  the  London  head,  an 
anecdote  respecting  General  Jackson, 
which  appears  to  he  copied  from  a state- 
ment made  in  the  ‘ Morning  Chronicle’ ; 
and  as  the  affair  alluded  to  happened  in 
this  village  under  my  cvvn  eye,  I will 
take  the  liberty  of  stating  the  facts— by 
which  you  will  see  that  neither  cf  the 
statements  is  entirely  correct. 

It  is  a well  known  trait  in  the  character 
of  general  Jackson,  that  no  man  scarcely 
ever  possessed  more  life  and  vivacity  ; 
and  whilst  sitting  as  a «.  ige,  although 
the  dignity  of  the  bench  was  maintained 
in  a manner  fully  to  correspond  with  the 
solemn  and  important  duties  he  had  to 
discharge,  yet  when  off  the  bench,  hr 
not  only  enjoyed  himself,  but  was  the 
very  life  of  the  lawyers,  and  all  around 
him.  During  the  term  he  acted  as  judge 
at  tilts  court,  there  was  a very  awkward 
sheriff,  who  used  to  be  the  subject  of 
great  sport  to  the  lawyers,  and  to  those 
with  whom  he  had  business.  At  a sea- 
son of  the  court,  a fellow  named  Russell 
Bean,  who  had  received  the  rudiments 
of  his  morals  from  the  first  settlers  of 
the  country,  besides  being  constitution- 
ally depraved,  commenced  a most  vio- 
lent attack  on  a man  named  M‘Cormack, 
with  a stick,  and  beat  him  most  furious- 
ly. A warrant  was  issued,  and  given  to 
the  sheriff  to  execute.  Bean,  in  the 
meantime,  got  on  his  horse  with  a rifle, 
and  bid  defiance.  The  sheriff  seemed, 
as  usual,  rather  bashful  about  executing 
the  process,  and  commenced  summon- 
ing a posse,  about  the  tavern  dcor.  The 
court  had  just  adjourned  for  dinner,  and 
the  judge  was  in  the  crowd  ; some  of 
the  lawyers  waggishly  told  the  sheriff  to 
summon  the  judge,  as  he  was  as  much 
bound  to  go  as  they  were  ; accordingly 
he  was  summoned.  The  judge  imme- 
diately told  the  sheriff  to  get  them  hors- 
es wherever  he  could  find  them,  and  in 
the  mean  time  they  would  furbish  up 
their  pistols  and  get  matters  ready.— 
Bean  finding  a storm  brewing,  retreated 
a few  hundred  yards;  and  whilst  the 
sheriff  was  getting  horses,  the  judge, 
with  the  liar,  and  a decent  set  of  rabble 
who  wanted  to  see  fun,  set  out  on  foot 
in  quest  of  Bean,  whom  they  soon  found. 
He  was  ordered  on  the  spot  to  halt,  but 
not  choosing  to  do  so,  Drury  lirazelle, 
being  foremost,  and  Bean  having  a hill 
to  rise,  he  gained  on  him  so  as  to  make 
the  eflect  of  a pistol  a little  doubtful, 
and  fired  whether  with  intention  to  kill, 
or  not,  I never  understood  ; but  Bean 
stopped— when  the  judge  advanced  near 
enough  to  do  mischief,  and  threatened, 
if  he  did  not  instantly  surrender,  he 
would  empty  the  contents  of  his  pistol 
into  him  ; whereupon  13can  surrender- 
ed. They  then  turned  about,  and  he  fol- 
lowed them  to  town.  As  the  district 
court  had  not,  at  that  time,  cognizance  of 
the  offence,  he  was  bound  over  to  the 
court  that  had,  and  was  punished. 


THE  FLORIDA  INDIAN'S. 
Extract  of  a letter  from  a correspondent 
at  St.  Mary's,  dated,  13 th  Oct. 

I have  seen  a numberof  reports,  about 
the  Indians  in  East  Florida,  in  circula- 
tion in  the  papers,  representing  them  to 
be  very  numerous  and  hostile.  I give 
you,  to  contradict  these  statements,  the 
following  communication,  which  I have 
lately  received  from  St.  Augustine, 
which  may  be  relied  on  : 

“St.  AesesTtvE,  Oct.  6. 

“ The  reports  respecting  the  Indiars  in  this 
province  are  very  erroneous ; there  are  not 
on  this  side  of  the  St.  John’s  in  the  province, 
five  hundred  of  them,  including  all  ages  and 
both  sexes.  The  most  l have  ever  seen  in 
St  Augustine  has  not  been  more  than  twenty, 
including  women  and  children.  It  is  totally 
false  that  they  have  been  supplied  by  the  gov- 
ernment here  with  ammunition  ; those  that  I 
have  seen  have  generally  brought  iu  skins, 
which  they  barter  for  blankets,  clothing,  *<e. 
They  may  perhaps  get  small  quantities  of  am- 
munition also,  from  those  persons  with  whom 
they  trade ; they  could  not,  indeed,  subsist 
witliout  it. 

“ Those  that  I have  talked  with  (for  many 
of  them  speak  F.nglish)  arc  heartily  sick  of 
the  war  with  the  United  States,  and'aay  they 
wish  anxiously  for  peace.  They  appear  to  be 
perfectly  sensible  of  their  want  of  strength  to 
contend  with  the  United  States;  they  say  the 
war  has  been  fermented  by  their  worst  ene- 
mies, and  if  it  continues  that  they  shall  he  to- 
tally exterminated.  They  are  now  without 
the  means  of  subsistence,  except  what  they 
obtain  from  hunting;  their  corn  fields  have 
been  destroyed ; they  are  (liven  from  their 
country  and  tic. ir  home;  without  provisions, 
and  nearly  naked ; and  the  coming  winter  they 
will  experience  the  horrot-s  of  famine.”

PREPARATION. 

from  the  nicHMOxD  Exannzn. 

It  has  been  an  adage,  almost  timeout 
of  mind,  that/u  peace  ive should  prepare 
for  tear.  No  precept  ever  fell  from  the 
lips  of  the  illustrious  Washington,  with 
more  force  and  grace,  than  this  on".  lie 
repeated  it  in  various  forms ; in  addresses 
to  the  people,  an  1 in  speeches  to  their 
representatives:  and  who  was  so  fit  to 
recommend  it } Whose  experience  was 
as  likely  to  give  it  currency  ? He  had 
passed  through  a perilous  war  with  in 
adequate  means  of  preparation ; raw 
troops  and  undisciplined  militia,  a scanty 
supply  of  military  stores,  and  scarce  a 
breast-work  to  shelter  his  troops.  The 
gallant  sp'rit  of  an  oppressed  people  led 
them  into  a war,  for  which  they  were  in- 
sufficiently prepared;  it  was  principally 
the  impulse  of  that  gallant  spirit  which 
led  them  through  it  with  glory  and  suc- 
cess. 


The  maxim  avas  not  lost  upon  his  suc- 
cessors ; but  it  served  rather  as  an  orna- 
ment to  their  addresses,  than  as  a rule  of 
conduct  to  the  government.  The  last 
war  again  found  us  unprepared  for  active 
hostilities:  Our  militia  still  untrained, 
our  navy  on  too  small  a scale,  our  depots 
too  empty  of  arms  and  ammunition,  and 
our  forts  too  few  or  too  weak.  We  again 
triumphed;  gloriously  triumphed:  but 
we  laid  down  the  sword,  with  this  solemn 
conviction  in  every  bosom,  that  we  should 
always  take  care  to  keep  it  bright,  and 
ready  for  action. 

It  is  true,  that  we  ought  not  always  to 
be  playing  the  part  cf  Drawcansirs- 
there  is  no  necessity  of  always  putting  on 
“ the  armor  and  the  attitude  demanded 
by  a crisis.”  But  there  is  a bound  to 
all  things — we  ought  always  to  assume 
such  ail  attitude  as  may  be  called  de- 
fensive. We  ought  to  add  to  our  navy, 
to  our  depots,  to  our  fortifications,  and 
discipline  and  skill  to  our  miiiiia.  There 
is  no  duty  which  the  government  is  more 
seriously  bound  to  perform — and  none, 
We  are  happy  to  sec,  which  the  present 
President  of  the  United  States  is  mere 
zealously  bent  on  peforming. 

I.ate  paragraphs  from  various  prints 
in  the  union,  point  out  various  measures 
on  the  eve  of  preparation. 

Witness  the  survey  of  the  Chesapeake 
during  the  present  year,  and  a recent  sur- 
vey of  some  of  the  rivers,  both  lor  forti- 
fications and  a scite  for  a naval  depot. 

Witness  the  efforts  making  for  fortifi- 
cations cn  the  waters  of  the  Mobile,  Lake 
Ponchartrain,  the  Mississippi,  and  Lake 
llarataria. 

Witness  the  preparrtions  for  establish- 
ing a navaNlepot  above  the  Highlands, 
on  the  Hudson  river. 

Witness  the  surveys  making  of  the 
Thames,  in  Connecticut,  “ with  a view  of 
fixing  on  a site  for  the  establishment  of 
a grand  naval  depot.” 

See  also  the  expedition  under  major 
Coring,  for  exploring  the  head  waters  of 
the  Missouri. 

Witness  also  the  fort  which  is  to  be 
built  on  the  Yellow  Stone,  1800  miles  up 
the  Missouri,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
the  British  trader  and  the  Indian  warrior 
in  order. 

Turn  also  to  the  idea  “ entertained  of 
a strong  post  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Pe- 
ters, and  another  at  the  Stone  Lake, 
which  is  its  principal  source” — arrange- 
ments which  a Kentucky  editorial  churl 
is  forced  to  confess,  “ demonstrate  a f6re- 
cast  highly  reputable  to  Secretary  Cal- 
houn.” 

We  hear  besides  from  time  to  time 
of  tliis  fortification  improved;  this  arsenal 
enlarged ; that  contract  for  arms — ail  in- 
dicating a degree  of  active  vigilance  on 
the  part  of  the  administration,  which  is 
as  creditable  to  the  government  as  it  is 
useful  to  the  nation. 

Within  forty  miles  of  this  city,  up  this 
river,  there  are  three  establishments  ris- 
ing, one  the  property  of  the  nation,  and 
two  ol  individuals,  to  supply  the  people 
or  government  with  arms.  Neither  of 
these  has  ever  yet  bcert  hinted  at  in  the 
public  papers.  .One  is  a grand  Arsenal 
for  the  depot  of  arms  for  the  southern 
country,  belonging  to  the  government 
and  now  nearly  completed. — Another  is 
a foundry  for  the  casting  of  cannon,  now 
at  work,  erected  by  a most  ingenious  man, 
for  the  completion  of  a contract  he  has 
made  with  the  United  States.  The  third 
is  an  armory,  now  erecting  by  individu- 
als, for  the  supply  of  several  thousand 
stand  of  arms  on  contract. 


Judge  Bland,  the  commissioner  to 
South  America,  who  passed  over  land 
from  Buenos  Ayrcs'to  Chili,  has  arrived 
at  Philadelphia,  in  the  America;  from 
V alparaiso.  He  has  returned  in  good  sea- 
son, to  prepare  his  report,  as  the  other 
commissioners  have  done,  in  time  to  be 
laid  before  congress. 

Mr.  Rodney  and  Mr.  Graham,  two  of 
the  commissioners,  and  Mr.  Brf.ckex- 
tudge,  secretary  to  the  commission,  have 
been  recently  engaged,  in  Washington, 
in  preparing  their  report. 

FROM  CUII.I. 

A letter  from  St.  Jago  de  Chili,  dated 
July  9th,  details  the  following:  “A  num- 
ber of  vessels  arrived  lately  at  Coquim- 
bo,  whose  names,  except  the  Macedoni- 
an, of  Boston,  I have  not  yet  learned.  A 
number  of  vessels  have  also  arrived  here, 
principally  British,  with  cargoes  of  from 
4 to  500,000  dollars  each,  and  the  P icket, 
from  Boston,  with  a cargo  of  300, pOO 
dollars.  The  anticipated  fall  of  Lima 
has  ruined  this  market.  The  amount  of 
property  brought  here  within  the  last 
twelve  months,  is  calculated  at  near  ten 
millions  of  dollars. 

The  Patriots, since  their  last  successes, 
have  passed  their  time  in  feasting  and 
rejoicing;  the  Royalists  are  still  in  pos- 
session of  Valdivia,  the  port  of  Talcuah- 
na  and  Conception,  but  the  Patriots  arc 
going  against  them  in  September,  and 
feel  no  apprehension  but  they  will  he 
easily  conquered  ; and,  indeed,  Lima  is 
shaking,  as  they  intend  to  march  against 
it  as  soon  as  they  drive  tnem  entirely 
from  tliis  province.  The  vicc-roy  is  said 
to  have  sued  for  a truce  of  five  years, 
which  was  very  wisely  declined.  The 
Spanish  messenger  came  in  the  U.  States’ 
sloop  Ontario,  and  returned  in  her  to  Li- 
ma. The  Ontario  sailed  thence  14th  of 
June,  for  the  northwest  coast.  Judge 
Prcvost  lias  not  gone  in  her;  he  is  in  this 
capital. 

They  are  suffering  very  much  at  Lima 
for  wheat,  beef,  Sec.  kc.  which  they  for- 
merly drew  >n  a great  aburdarce  Ircm 
this  province.  If  the  supply  continues 
to  be  cut  off,  as  rigorously  commenced,  a 
revolution  was  strongly  expected.  There 
are  thirty-three  vessels  ii  Valparaiso, 
among  them  the  British  sloop  of  war 
'.ildssorn,  captain  Hickey;  the  British  fri- 
gate Andromache  sailed  a lew  days  since 
for  Lim2  : there  is  no  Spanish  blockacl- 


ji.ig  spuadron  off  since  the  drubbing  the 
Esmeralda  pot. 

The  ship  Beaver  and  the  brig  Canton, 
of  New- York,  are  reported  to  have  been 
condemned  in  Conception, 

P.  S.  After  the  Ontario  sailed,  judge 
Prcvost  remained  here,  but  now  it  ap- 
pears that  he  is  going  on  to  the  r.orfh- 
west  coast  in  the  British  sloop  of  war 
Blossom,  captain  Hickey.  Captain  II. 
goes  on  to  renounce  all  clain  to  tho  set- 
[tlemeot  at  Columbia  river,  in  'lie  name 
| of  the  British  government,  and  the  Ame- 
rican commissioner  goes  there  in  the 
I British  sloop  of  war  to  settle  matters. 
(Judge  Bland,  who  takes  passage  iu  the 
jvecs  d that  takes  this,  will  lie  able  to  give 
a better  l.istorv  of  that  business.”

It  was  understood  that  tKe  British  officer1 
was  authorized  to  formally  abandon  all 
claims  to  territory  or  settlement  in  tiiat 
quarter,  to  which  some  settlers  and  ad- 
venturers there  had  previously  set  up 
pretensions,  which  threatened  unpleasant' 
consequences,  but  which  are  thus  likely 
to  be  terminated  amicably. 


ITheat  from  Chili. — Wc  understand 
that  judge  Bland  has  brought  from  Cnili,| 
amongst  other  productions,  some  pecu-l 
liar  to  that  country,  a small  quantity  of 
Wheat,  wnich  nas  been  distributed,  for 
experiment,  amongst  gentlemen  of  agri- 
cultural taste  and  observation. 

Chili  is  said  to  be  the  finest  wheat 
country  in  tiie  world ; producing  the  fin- 
est-grain,  and  the  greatest  yield.  That! 
brought  by  judge  bland,  wc  are  told,  is 
very  white,  and  is  somewhat  shorter, 
rounder,  and  fuller  in  the  gram,  than  ours 
usually  is.  Those  gentlemen  to  whom' 
it  has  been  distributed,  would  do  well  to 
be  particular  in  noting  the  timeof  sow- 
ing— the  space  of  ground — and  the  quan- 
tity produced.  It  has  been  observed  of  ani- 
mals, pei  haps  more  particularly  horses,; 
and  grain,  that  one  improves,  while  the  I 
other  deteriorates,  in  being  transplanted! 
from  the  southward  to  the  northward — 
and  vice  versa.  \_Jia!t.

Extract  of  a letter,  communicated  for  the 
Censor,  dated 

**  Poland  of  .Margarita,  Sept  6,1818. 

“ Our  military  exertions  arc  now  pa- 
ralyzed by  the  swell  of  the  waters,  but 
our  armies,  aDd  those  of  the  enemy,  are 
strengthening  themselves  for  the  ensuing 
campaign.  In  the  mean  time,  there  has 
entered  in  Guiana  and  tnis  island  a great 
number  of  armed  vessels.  The  inhabi-l 
tants  here  carry  on  war  witn  the  great-! 
est  terror,  notwithstanding  the  resistance 
of  the  Royalists. 

“ This-moment  we  have  in  our  port  1 1 
prizes,  captured  by  our  islandeis. 

“ Our  forces  are  employed  as  follows : 
General  Paez  in  Apure,  with  3500  ca- 
valry and  7C0  infantry  ; generais  /.aras-i 
ss  and  Monaga  in  Pay  and  St;  Diego,  with1 
2500  horsemen;  Gen.  Sedeno  in  Char-! 
guarannn,  with  1000  cavalry  ; genera, s 
Marino  and  Bermudas  in  Cumana,  with 
2600  of  all  arms  ; general  Rosas  in  Bar- 
celona, with  1000;  and  tne  supreme 
chief  in  Guiana,  w;th  4000  infantry,  who 
are  increasing  every  day  by  new  recruits:, 
of  course,  we  hope,  without  the  least 
doubt,  our  fate  will  be  settled  and  our  li- 
berties achieved  before  the  year  expires-.!1 

“ All  these  divisions,  except  those  at 
Cumana  and  Barcelona,  will  act  against 
the  enemy  at  the  ensuing  campaign,  anu; 
so  we  shall  have  i:i  our  armies  7000  ca-- 
valry,  5000  infantry,  and  a corresponding 
artillery,  lately  arrived  from  England.”  | 

New  Yore,  Nov.  1. 

A gentleman  from  New  burg  states 
that  the  firVitl  several  of  the  moiintanine- 
ous  tracts  in  that  neighborhood  still  ra- 
ges, and  has  desolated  many  thousand  a-l 
cres.  The  “drowned  lands,”  as  they 
are  called,  are  on  fire,  and  it  ir.  suppos- 
ed that  the  ravages  of  the  element  in 
those  grounds  has  extended  to  three  or' 
four  hundred  acres.  It  passes  througn 
the  peat  formations  beneath  the  soil  to 
the  depth  of  4 or  5 fee  t,  bursting  out  at 
different  points,  and  rendering  a passage! 
over  the  surface  extremely  unsafe — la 
buliock  had  fallen  through  the  crust  and 
perished.  The  turnpike  which  crosses 
a part  of  those  lands  is  reported  to  have, 
one  or  two  miles  of  its  distance  under-, 
mined.  Our  informant  further  states,; 
that  the  streams  on  which  are  nu- 
merous mills,  have  so  entirely  failed,! 
that  the  grinding  of  grain  through  aj 
large  extent  of  country  was  almost  at 
an  end. — Mcr.  Adv.

improvements.  W c do  not  mean 
mcrclv  the  improvement  of  the  sur- 
face of  the  earth,  generally,  but  those 
greater  improvements  ol  art,  which  con- 
vert the  bounties  of  nature  from  their^ 
natural  channels,  and  appropriate  them, 
to  our  particular  benefit,  life  first  ob-j 
jeet  in  all  new  countries,  is  the  cultiva-1 
uon  of  the  earth  ; as  soon  as  this  is 
done  to  an  extent  to  produce  a surplus 
of  produce,  the  next  object  is  to  get  this 
surplus  to  a market : At  first,  the  l ivers 
and  the  face  of  the  earth,  in  their  natural  j 
slate,  are-sufficient  for  this  purpose,  but 
as  the  surplus  produced  increases,  the 
facilities  of  getting  it  to  market  mus 
be  improved.  At  first,  roads,  the  cheap- 
est improvement,  suffice;  but  lastly,  ca- 
nals must  he  made. 

The  natural  facilities  for  getting  to 
market  ape  pretty  equally  distributed  in 
all  countries.  All  countries  are  inter- 
sected with  rivers navigable  in  some  way, 
so  that  the  natural  means  of  getting  to 
market  are  much  the  same  in  all  coun- 
tries. The  advantages  of  cultivation 
for  market  in  any  country,  depend  on 
the  price  of  land,  or  the  productiveness 
of  the  soil,  and  the  facilities  of  getting 
to  a market. 

When  we  compare  the.  price  of  land 
in  the  Atlantic  states  w ith  its  price  in  the 
western  and  southern  states,  we  find  the 
advantage  altogether  in  favor  of  the  lat- 
ter. When  wc  compare  the  productive- 
ness of  the  soil  in  the  same  sections  of 
country,  taking  into  account  the  expense 
of  clearing,  and  making  due  allowance 
for  t ie  exaggerations  of  travellers,  and 
the  interested,  we  still  find  the  footing  of 
t.,e  calculation  greatly  in  favor  of  the 
west  and  the  south.  There  remains 
then  but  one  other  item  to  equalize  the 
account,  and  that  is,  the  facilities  of  get-' 
ting  to  market.  This  item,  without  the 
■ssistance  of  art,  will  make  very  little  in 
our  favor.  The  west-and  south  are  wa- 
tered  and  intersected  in  every  direction 
with  fine  rivers— there  are  few  parts  of 
the  country  where  a Tew  miles’  land- 
carriage  will  not  bring  you  to  a river 
navigable,  at  least,  with  boats,  and  when 
once  on  a river  navigable  only  with  rafts 
and  boats,  the  remaining  expense  of  get- 
ting to  market  is  trifling. 

The  Atlantic  states  then  cannot  hold 
competition  with  the  southern  and  west- 
ern, unu-ss indeed  tncy  can  do  something 
to  improve  their  natural  advantagesover 
their  neighbors.  Unless  tliis  shall  be 
done  in  some  way,  we  may  calculate  that 
the  tide  of  emigration  from  the  east  to 
the  west,  instead  of  slackening,  will  con- 
tinually become  stronger.  The  conse- 
quences of  this  arc  manifest  to  every  one. 
It  operates  not  only  as  a continual  drain 
upon  our  numbers,  but  upon  our  wealth 
anu  prospeny.  The  Atlantic  states  are 
likt  a great  reservoir,  whlc.i  is  continu- 
ally filling  itself  by  a small  stream,  and 
continually  emptying  itself  by  a larger 
one  In  this  state  of  things,  our  cities 
cannot  continue  to  increase  in  numbers 
and  wealth ; our  lands  must  rattier  di- 
minish than  increase  in  value.  The 
country  is  rapidly  tending  to  an  equili- 
brium, and  we  are  to  remain  stationary, 
or  rather  go  hack,  until  the  western  coun- 
try conies  to  equal  us  in  denseness  of 
population, in  the  price  of  its  lands,  and 
in  the  nett  profits  arising  from  labor.— 
A great  deal  may  be  done  towards  reme- 
dying these  qvils,  and  a great  deal  may 
be  done  by  property-holdcra  in  this  part 
of  the  country,  or  their  property  will 
continue  to  decrease  in  value  in  spite  of 
all  their  industry  and  labor. 

It  is  said  that  “ straws  indicate  which 
wry  the  wind  blows;”  and  the  late  change 
of  tone  inthe  British  writers,  as  clearly 
s cus  t.iat  how  much  soever  our  coun- 
try may  have  been  contemned,  her  grow-; 
irig  prosperity  and  strength,  in  the  eyes 
of  the  British  writers,  arc  not  now  quite 
so  despicable.  The  homage  paid  to  our 
“ fir  bull  frigates”  is  enough  to  gratify 
our  proudest  national  feelri.gs.  The  al- 
lied sovereigns  of  Europe  were  to  have 
assembled  at  Ais-la-Chapelle  some  time 
m tbs  beginning  of  the  present  month. 
It  is  hinted,  that  among  other  subjects 
to  which  their  attention  will  be  called,1 
the  dispute  between  tne  United  States 
and  Spain  will  not  be  the  least  impor- 
tant. We  can  have  no  objection  to  the 
holy  alliance  freely  disusing  the  mat- 
ters in  controversy  between  us  and  Spain; 
hut  further  they  must_not  go.  Wei 
can  manage  our  own  afiairs  in  our  own 
way,  without  the  interference  of  media- 
tors.— Savannah  di,p.

STATE  CONCERN'S. 

Simon  Snyder,  late  governor  of  Penn- 
sylvania, is  among  the  members  elected 
to  the  senate  of  that  state  at  the  late  elec- 
tion. 

Thomas  II.  Baird  is  appointed  by  the 
governor  of  Pennsylvania,  to  he  president 
judge  of  the  14th  judicial  district  of  that 
state ; composed  ofthecounties  of  Wash- 
ington, Fayette, Greene  and  Somerset. 

At  a joint  meeting  of  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila 
delphia,  Robert  Wharton  was  unani 
mously  re-elected  mayor  of  that  city,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  governor  ofConnecticut,by  direc- 
tion of  the  legislature,  has  issued  a pro- 
clamation, announcing  that  the  constitu- 
tion of  civil  government  framed  by  the 
late  convention  at  Hartford  has  been  duly 
ratified  by  the  people,  and  directing  that 
it  henceforth  be  observed  as  the  supreme 
law  of  the  state. 

The  governor  of  the  territory  of  Mis- 
souri has  convened  the  legislature  ofthat 
territory  at  an  extra  session,  which  was 
to  have  commenced  the  fourth  Monday 
in  October. 

The  legislature  of  New-Jerscy  met  at 
Trenton  on  the  27th  ult.  Jesse  Upson 
■Was  re-appointed  vice-president  of  coun- 
cil, and  James  Linn,  secretary.  David 
Thomson,  jun.  was  appointed  speaker  of 
the  house,  and  Daniel  Coleman  clerk. 
There  was  no  opposition  to  any  of  these 
appointments.  On  the  30th,  Isaac  II. 
Williamson  was  rc-appointed  governor; 
end  William  Rossell,  second  justice  of 
the  supreme  court ; Thomas  T.  Kinney 
•was  in  nomination  for  second  justice  of 
the  supreme  court,  but  his  name  was 
withdrawn.  The  legislature,  having  lit- 
tle business  before  it,  was  expected  to 
have  adjourned  this  week. 

The  legislature  of  Rhode  Island  com- 
menced its  October  session  on  the  same 
day  as  that  of  New-Jersey.  In  the  house 
<of  representatives,  which  is  semi-annu- 
ally elected,  Nathaniel  Hazard  was  chos- 
en speaker,  and  Daniel  Randall,  clerk, 
both  republicans,  without  opposition. 
Governor  Knight’s  communication  to  the 
legislature  concludes  thus : 

“In  closing  this  communication,  it  is  pecu- 
liarly pleasant  to  review  the  situation  of  these 
United  States.  Whichever  way  we  turn,  we 
behold  our  country  blessed  with  peace,  health, 
liberty  and  prosperity — virtue  and  civilization 
keeping  pace  with  an  unexampled  increase  ef 
population,  discord  and  party  prejudice  van- 
ishing before  the  light  of  reason,  and  the  influ- 
ence of  that  religion  which  teaches  peace  on 
earth  and  goodwill  towards  men — the  general 
government  administered  upon  the  principles 
«f  Justice  and  the  constitution,  and  truly  it  is 
said,  its  exactions  are  few,  and  our  hut-dens 
light — agriculture,  manufactures  and  the  arts 
fostered,  and  our  citizens  as  well  as  commerce 
protected.  In  contemplating  this  happy  con- 
dition of  our  country,  we  are  irresistibly  led  to 
acknowledge  and  adore  the  Author  of  all  these 
blessings,  and,  with  hearts  of  gratitude,  tounite 
in  rendering  praise  and  thanksgiving  unto  him, 
for  his  goodness  and  bounty  so  manifestly  ex- 
tended unto  us — and  to  fervently  pray,  that  we 
may  so  conduct,  that  he  may  be  disposed  to 
-continue  them  unto  us  and  our  posterity  for- 
«ver.” 

On  counting  the  polls,  (or  proxies,  as 
they  are  called  in  that  state)  for  repre- 
sentatives to  congress,  ttic  wtcclioil  of 
Messrs.  Hazard  and  F.tldy,  both  repub- 
lican.. Heretofore  reported,  was  ascertain- 
ed to  have  been  without  opposition. 

Another  new  bank  is  established  by  the 
legislature  of  the  same  state,  at  South 
Kingstown. 

The  commissioners  of  the  northern 
boundary  of  Rhode  Island,  have  reported 
to  the  legislature  that  they  had  been  as 
yet  unable  to  effect  a settlement  with  the 
Massachusetts  commissioners. 

The  legislature  of  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut adjourned  a few  days  ago.  The 
bill  relating  to  taxation,  which  was  the 
most  important  subject  of  discussion  be- 
fore the  assembly,  not  being  finished  in 
the  house  until  Friday  afternoon — where 
it  passed  with  several  amendments,  the 
tipper  house  had  not  time  to  act  on  the 
same,  and  the  subject  is  continued  to 
May  session.  The  judiciary  bill,  which 
passed  both  houses,  reduces  the  number 
of  superior  court  judges  from  nine  to  five, 
alter  next  May. 

The  legislature  of  Georgia  met  on 
Monday  last. 

Linah  Minns,  lieutenant  governor  of 
the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  has  re- 
signed his  seat  in  the  Council. 

lyilliam  Watts,  of  Doylestown,  is  ap- 
pointin’, l>y  governor  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, an  associate  j'idge  of  the  courts  of 
common  pleas,  in  Buck-i  county,  in  the 
place  of  Samuel  Hart,  resigned- 

The  Pittsburg  Statesman  thus  8p'»Us 
of  a report  which  we  noticed  the  other 
day,  respecting  the  reported  candidates 
for  the  office  of  governor  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania : 

« We  should  like  to  know  upon  what  au- 
thority the  Gazette  editor  has  announced  ge- 
neral Lactckr  as  a candidate  for  governor.  We 
knra  that  he  has  not  the  slightest  grounds  to 
justify  him  in  so  doing.  With  regard  to  Messrs. 
Baldwin  and  Sergeant  being  candidates,  we 
know  nothing,  not  being  in  tlie  secret — they 
may,  or  may  not,  be  candidates,  for  aught  we 
know  ; but  this  much  we  feel  confident  of,  that 
neither  of  them  stands  any  cliance  for  that  of- 
fice.” 

At  a court  martial  held  in  Massachu- 
setts, major  general  Burbank  has  been, 
found  guilty,  amongst  other  charges,  of 
having  « broken  the  seal  of  a letter  direct- 
ed to  colonel  Cushing,  and  having  read! 
the  same.”  He  has  heen  removed  from 
office,  and  disqualified  from  holding  any 
military  office  under  the  commonwealth 
for  trio  years. 

The  legislature  of  Connecticut,  now  in 
session  at  Ncw-IIaven,  has  passed  an  act 
permitting  the  proprietors  of  the  mail 
stages  to  carry  passengers  through  that 
State  on  the  Sabbath  day. 

At  a republican  meeting,  composed  ol 
delegates  from  the  several  wards  of  Bos- 
ton, (Mass.)  convened  on  the  27th  ult. 
Jonathan  M son  was  recommended  as 
the  republican  candidate  for  Congress  at 
the  approaching  election.  Mr.  Mason  is 
a liberal  federalist,  and  at  present  the  re- 
presentative from  that  district  in  Con- 


gress, having  been  elected  in  opposition 
to  the  federal  nomination. 


William  A.  Palmer  is  elected  a se- 
nator in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  to 
supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Fisk,  and  also  for  six 
years  from  and  after  the  3d  day  of  March 
next. 

The  United  States’  sloop  Ontario,  cap- 
tain Biddle,  we  !•  arn,  sailed  about  the 
middle  of  June,  for  Columbia  river. 

Commodore  Jacor  Lewis,  of  Ncw- 
York,  came  passenger  in  tbe  schooner 
Regulator,  captain  Quiner,  which  vessel 
arrived  at  Marblehead  on  the  31st  ult.  in 
36  days  from  Port-au-Prince.

We  know  of  cases, 
when  the  land  was  bought  at  4 or  5 dol- 
lars, held  by  the  purchasers  at  lOor  12; 
and  is  now  at  40  or  50  dollars  per  acre. 
The  lands  to  the  south  are  considerably 
higher  than  those  in  the  not  th.  Those 
in  the  Alabama  Territory  or  Mississip- 
pi State,  are  beyond  all  proportion  high- 
er-priced than  lands  in  the  Illinois  or  the 
Missouri  Territories.  The  disparity 
must  consequently  retard  the  population 
of  the  southern  country,  by  turning  off 
the  tide  of  emigration  into  another  chan- 
nel.— Compiler.

"Hosrov,  vor.  4,  1818. 

“ The  EXCHANGE  COl  EEE- 
i HOUSE  caught  fire  in  the  upper  part 
’ of  the  building,  about  7 o’clock  last  eve- 
ning, and  before  9 o’cloc  k was  entirely 
reduced  to  a pile  of  ruin;.  The  sight  of 
so  large  a building  on  fire  was  terrific 
and  grand  beyond  expression.  The 
flames  were  so  rapid,  that  poor  Barnutn 
[the  keeper  of  the  Exchange  j saved  hut 
little  of  his  furniture,  Sec.  and  is  reduced 
to  poverty.  All  the  buildings  adjoining 
on  Devonshire  street  are  gone.  The 
Palladium  office  in  Congress  street,  and 
Mr.  Wright’s  house,  are  partly  consum- 
ed. The  evening  was  very  Calm  and  se- 
rene ; otherwise  the  fire  would  have 
swept  half  of  State  street.  ) have  heard 
of  no  lives  being  lost ; but  if  tbe  building 
had  caught  fire  in  the  middle  of  the  night, 
a great  many  lives  would  undoubtedly 
have  been  lost,  as  I hear  there  were 
nearly  a hundred  boarders  in  the  house.” 
[The  Exchange  Coffee-House  cost  upwards 
of  a half  million  »f  dollars ; its  destruction  is  of 
course  a heavy  loss  to  its  proprietors,  as  well 
as  a great  public  inconvenience.  The  news- 
paper offices  were  all  near  the  Exchange,  and 
their  publication  is  stated  in  the  letter,  from 
which  the  above  is  extracted,  to  have  been 
temporarily  suspended  ] 


The  State  Banks  at  Cincinnati  have 
stopped  specie  payments.  This  mea- 
sure has  been  adopted  in  consequence  cf 1 
the  Branch  Bank  having  received  or- 
ders from  the  Mother  Bank  at  Philadel- 
phia, to  require  the  immediate  payment) 
of  a large  balance  due  that  institution; 
and  to  receive  nothing  in  payment  from 
individuals  except  Unit'd  States  taper, 
and  specie.  It  isolso  stated  that  the  re- 
ceiver of  Public  Monies  at  that  place 
had  received  orders  to  take  only  the 
same  kind  of  money  in  payment  tor  land. 

A report  reached  here  last  evening, 
that  the  Dayton  Manufacturing  Compa- 
ny, the  Lebanon  Miami  Exporting  Com- 
pany, and  the  Urbaimi  Banking  C*rpa- 
nv,  have  followed  the  example  of  tint 
Cincinnati  banks,  and  refused  to  pay 
specie  lor  their  notes.  It  is  also  rumor- 
ed that  the  new  Kentucky  banks  luve 
likewise- stopped  payment.

It  is  rumored,  however,  that 
this  measure  will  not  receive  the  appro-j 
bation  of  tbe  Congress  of  Sovereigns  as- , 
sembled  at  Aix-la-Chapelle, as  it  issup- 
posed,  that  the  Prussian  Monarchy,  aid- 
ed by  the  extraordinary  tactics  of  Field 
Marshal  Harper,  will  be  too  powerful 
for  the  repose  of  Europe. — Watchman. 


Gtn.  S.  Smith. — The  qualifications 
of  this  gentleman  for  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  are  unquestionable. 
He  did,  under  Mr.  Jefferson,  gratuitous- 
ly act  in  that  station  for  some  months. 
His  political  and  commercial  experience, 
his  knowledge  and  talent,  fit  him  for  tbe 
cabinet,  as  well  as  for  the  executive  du- 
ties of  the  navy  department.  We  en- 
tirely differ  with  General  Smith  on  the 
South  American  question;  but  a differ- 
ence of  opinion  on  any  one  subject,  how- 
ever important,  is  not  a sufficient  reason 
at  all  times  for  losing  confidence  in  men. 
The  General  was  a soldier  of  the  revo- 
lution; he  was  a republican  in  the  times 
that  tried  men’s  souls  ; he  continued  a 
distinguished  disciple  of  the  Jefferson 
administration,  of  which  principle  was 
the  guide  and  the  pre-eminent  distinc- 
tion ; and  though  he  disagreed  with  Mr. 
Madison  on  certain  commercial  and  mi- 
litary questions,  tbe  difference  was  not  as 
to  the  object  all  republicans  had  in  view, 
the'vindication  of  the  national  rights,  but 
merely  as  to  the  means  by  which  that  ob- 
ject could  be  best  attained.  We  there- 
fore hope  that  General  Smith  will  re- 
ceive the  appointment  of  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  and  that  he  will  be  induced  to  ac- 
cept it. 

The  Cincinnati  and  several  other  Ohio 
banks  have  suspended  specie  payments. 
They  very  absurdly  blame  the  United 
States’  Ijank  and  the  government  as  the 
causes  of  this  |>ernictous  measure,  which 
is  calculated  to  involve  our  country  again 
in  the  plague  and  losses  of  a base  cur- 
rency. II  the  Cincinnati  banks  permit- 
ted their  paper  to  accumulate  in  the 
United  States’  branch  bank  to  the  enor- 
mous amount  of  750,000  dollars,  without 
having  the  means  or  taking  the  proper 
measures  to  redeem  it,  it  was  truly  mo- 
dest in  them  to  expect  the  branch  longer 
to  indulge  them,  or  the  government  lon- 
ger to  suffer  the.  land  offices  to  receive 
their  notes,  which  were  good  for  no  na- 
tional purposes.  The  fault  is  solely  to 
be  ascribed  to  the  Cincinnati  banks,  for 
issuing  so  much  more  paper  than  they 
were  able  to  redeem.  The  fact  proves 
that  they  had  been  imprudently  manag- 
ed, and  that  they  possessed  no  adequate 
specie  basis  for  their  issues.  Their  con- 
duct deserves  public  reprehension  ; and 
we  really  think  that  the  people  cannot 
wisely  countenance  banking  institutions, 
which  fail  to  make  good  tiie  pledge  given 
on  the  face  of  their  notes  to  redeem  them 
with  cash,  ijity  other  currency  titan  that 
which  is  the  feat  representative  of  spe- 
cie, is  a bad  currency,  and  ought  to  be 
expelled  from  circulation. 


The  Ohio  papers,  to  countenance  the 
misconduct  of  the  banks  there,  have  pub- 
lished as  report,  that  the  Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore  state  banks,  anti  tbe  banks 
of  Kentucky,  avere  expected  short  iy  to 
suspend  specie  payments.

Every  tiling 
jwas  jogging  on  gaily;  and  the  period 
was  hailedns  “the  ;vra  of  good  feelings.” 

This  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Presi- 
dent, to  reconcile  parties,  displayed,  wc 
allow,  an  amiable  trait  in  hischaractcr; 
but  it  has  not  been  successful.  The 
termination  of  the  wars  in  Europe  occa- 
sioned a pause  in  the  bubbling  of  party 
spirit  in  tbe  United  States:  and  this 
pause  was,  for  a time,  mistaken  for  an 
entire  cessation  of  this  spir  t.  In  propor- 
tion however  as  the  thoughts  of  our  poli- 
ticians were  withdrawn  from  European 
concerns,  they  were  concentrated  op 
home  affairs,  and  began  to  operate,  witfi 
some  intensity,  upon  local  and  personal 
grounds.  From  federalists  and  repub- 
licans, the  community  began  to  sink  into 
the  adherents  and  followers  of  individu- 
als who  made  some  noise  in  the  world  ; 
and  instead  of  pursuing  principles,  some 
persons  began  to  pin  their  faith  to  the 
varying  notions  of  different  men,  and  to 
urge  the  claims  of  one  state  over  those 
of  another  to  pre-eminence.  This -was 
an  approach  towards  political  anarchy  ; 
and  some  of  our  public  journals,  perceiv- 
ing the  danger,  and  alarmed  at  the 
prospect,  have  hastened  to  retrace  their 
steps.  They  find  that  there  must  be.  par- 
ties ; and  they  prefer  a division  which 
marks  the  line  that  separates  civil  and 
religions  liberty  from  the  arbitrary  doc- 
trines of  church  and  state  government. 
Accordingly  republicanism  and  federal- 
ism are  once  more  tbe  electioneering 
watch-words;  and  parties  have  rallied  to 
them  in  all  the  late  elections.  We  stale 
the  lact  without  taking  sides. 

Considering  the  elements  which  it 
was  necessary  to  combine  in  order  to  ef- 
fect a union  of  parties,  was  it  not,  indeed, 
too  sanguine  a calculation  to  expect  that 
they  would  amalgamate  ? The  republi- 
cans had  all  tbe  glory  of  the  late  avnr 
with  Great  Britain,  and  all  the  posts  in 
the  government ; and  they  had  a vast 
majority  of  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

I he  federalists  had  nothing  but  a bad 
name.  In  any  plan  of  conciliation,  there- 
fore, the  republicans  must  give  all,  and 
the  federalists  lay  themselves  under  the 
obligation  of  receiv  inwall ; for  in  reality 
they  had  nothing  to  give.  Thus,  then, 
the  scheme  of  a union  of  parties  was 
founded  upon  the  condition  that  the  fede- 
ralists should  consider  themselves  as 
objects  ol  political  charity,  and  the  re- 
publicans be  placed  upon  the  elevated 
ground  of  benevolent  and  liberal  donors. 

I be  pride  ol  federalism  ; for,  being  a 
little  aristocratical,  it  is  necessarily  a lit- 
tle proud — would  naturally  revolt  at  this 
humiliation;  and  the  republicans  them- 
selves, not  exactly  perceiving  the  poli- 
cy or  propriety  of  purifying  their  old 
adversaries  by  admitting  them  to  com- 
munion, could  not  very  cordially  unite 
with  politicgmsofso  contrary  a reputation- 
After  having  wept  at  popular  triumphs 
and  rejoiced  at  republican  defeats,  in  con- 
cert with  a foreign  foe,  it  was,  we  think, 
doing  too  much  violence  to  human  pas, 
sions  to  thrust  federalism  into  the  arms 
of  republicanism,  with  an  expectation 
tiiat  it  would  be  embraced  and  cherished 
with  sincerity. 

Was  not  the  project,  likewise,  ill  con- 
ceived in  another  respect  ? The  people 
had  seen  tbe  leaders  and  writers  of  each, 
party  reviling  one  another  as  men  influ- 
enced by  a blind  and  culpable  ambition. 
Impressed  with  that  belief,  on  tbe  one 
part  and  cn  the  other,  the  citizens  had 
arranged  themselves  politically  accord- 
ing to  their  judgments.  All  at  one'e 
they  see  these  leaders  shake  hands,  and, 
in  apparent  good  fellowship,  make  mer- 
ry. The  great  body  of  the  people  would, 
no  doubt,  admire  tiie  good  nature  of  these 
leaders ; but  what  mus.t  they  think  of 
their  consistency  ?
